QUEEN’S COLLEGES (IRELAND) STATUTES. 



RETURN to an Order of the Honourable The House of Commons, 
dated I May 1873;— -for, 

COPIES “ of the Provision of the First Set of Statutes issued for the Govern- 
ment of the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland relating to Deans of Residence, 
and the Date of those Statutes, and when issued 
“ And, of the Statutes now in force for the Government of the Queen’s Colleges 
relating to Deans of Residence, the Date of those Statutes, and when issued.”

The first Statutes issued for the Government of the Queen’s Colleges in Ire- 
land were dated and issued the 11th day of December, in the 13th year of Her 
Majesty’s reign (1849). 

The clauses of these Statutes which specially relate to Deans of Residences, 
are as follows : — 

“ 7. That for the better maintenance of moral and religious discipline in 
the licensed boarding-houses, such clergymen or ministers as We shall, from 
time to time, by warrant under Our Sign Manual, appoint Deans of 
Residences, shalfhave the moral care and spiritual charge of the Students of 
their respective creeds residing in the licensed boarding-houses. 

“ 8. That the Deans of Residences shall have authority to visit the 
licensed boarding-houses in which Students of their respective creeds reside, 
for the purpose of affording religious instruction to such Students, and shall 
also have power, with the concurrence of the Bishop, Moderator, or other 
ecclesiastical authority, respectively, to make regulations for the due observ- 
ance of the religious duties of such Students, and for securing their regular 
attendance on Divine Worship ; such regulations, before coming into force, 
to be laid before the President, and certified by him, as not interfering with 
the general discipline of the College ; but in case the said President shall 
find that such rules do interfere with such discipline, in such case he shall 
have power to send back the same to such Dean for re-consideration and 
amendment in that respect. 

“ 9. That no clergyman or minister shall be competent to assume or 
continue to hold the office of Dean of Residences unless approved by the 
Bishop, Moderator, or constituted authority of his church or rengious de- 
nomination. 

“ 10. That the Registrar shall, at the commencement of every Collegiate 
Session, furnish each Dean of Residences with a list of the names and resi- 
dences of the Students of his religious persuasion who may reside m the 
licensed boarding-houses. 

“11. That each Dean of Residences shall, at the termination of every 
Collegiate Session, report to the President on the. general conduct of the 
Students under his moral care and spiritual charge, in the licensed boai ding- 
houses, and on the manner in which discipline, regarding such Students, 
has been observed in the several licensed boarding-houses in which they 
reside.” 

In addition to these, the following clauses apply to Doans of Residences in 
common with all ocher officers of the College, viz., that which gives the govern- 
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ment of tlie College to the College Council, that which gives authority to the 
President to remonstrate with a negligent officer, and, if necessary, initiate steps 
for his removal, and those which give a right of appeal to the Visitors against 
acts and decisions of the President or College Council.

The Statutes now in force for the Government of the Queen’s Colleges in 
Ireland were dated and issued the 12th day of October, in the 27th year of Her 
Majesty’s reign (1863). 

The clauses of these Statutes which specially relate to Deans of Residences, 
are as follows : — 

“ For the better maintenance of moral and religious discipline in the 
licensed boarding-houses, such clergymen or ministers as We shall, from 
time to time, by warrant under our Sign Manual, appoint Deans of Resi- 
dences, shall have the moral care and spiritual charge of the Students of 
their respective creeds residing in the licensed boarding-houses. 

“ The College Council shall have power to assign lecture-rooms within 
the precincts of such College, wholly or in part, for the use of the Deans of 
Residences, for the purpose of affording religious instruction to the Students 
of their respective creeds, and also to make rules concerning the days and 
times when such religious instruction shall be given therein, and for 
securing that the same shall not interfere with the general discipline of the 
College ; provided always, that no Student shall be compelled by any rule 
of the College lo attend any theological lecture or religious instruction 
other than is approved by his parems or guardians, and that no religious 
test shall be administered to any person in order to entitle him to be admitted 
a Student of any such College, or to hold any office therein, or to partake of 
any advantage or privilege thereof. 

“ No clergyman or minister shall be competent to assume or continue 
to hold the office of Dean of Residences, unless approved of by the 
Bishop, Moderator, or constituted authority of his church or religious 
denomination. 

“ The Registrar shall, at the commencement of every Collegiate Session, 
furnish each Dean of Residences with a list of the names and residences of 
the Students of his religious persuasion who may reside in the licensed 
boarding-houses. 

“ Each Dean of Residences shall, at the termination of every Collegiate 
Session, report to the President on the general conduct of the Students 
under his moral care and spiritual charge, and on the manner in which 
discipline, regarding such Students, has been observed in the several 
licensed boarding-houses in which they reside.” 

In addition to these, the following clauses apply to Deans of Residences in 
common with all other officers of the College, viz., that which gives the govern- 
ment of the College to the College Council, that, which enables the Council to 
require the reasonable co-operation of all office-bearers for the business of the 
College, that which authorises the President to remonstrate with a negligent 
officer, and, if necessary, initiate steps for his removal, and those which give a 
right of appeal to the Visitors against acts or decisions of the President or 
Council.
